It appears th at Grove street in 
Scarsdale, and approaches thereto, 
are going to rem ain unpaved indef­ 
initely; according to a conference 
between the Board of 
Local

provements of A rlington Heights, 
and Mr. Oscar Milburn, president 
of M ilburn Brothers, contractors, 
in Mount Prospect, after the regu­ 
lar Village Board meeting Monday 
night. 
Mr. Milburn referred to the fact 
that while 
paving 
Scarsdale was 
originally one job, the putting thru 
of a huge sew’er main through the 
line of Gicve street made it desir­ 
able in 1929 to 
make 
two con­ 
tracts: No. 107, of some $420,000; 
and a separate contract, No. IOO, 
of about $20,000 for Grove street, 
since it would take tim e for the 
earth to settle over the sewer. 
Mr. Milburn asked th at the small 
contract be cancelled, in view’ of 
the fact th at very few property 
owners in the subdivision have paid 
any installm ents on their special 
assessm ents; and 
present condi­ 
tions did not seem to w arrant the 
paving or make 
it 
profitable for 
anyone. 
He also stated th at the 
same reasons would apply to cer­ 
tain intersections unfinished on the 
larger contract, and he would be 
glad to relinquish the 
Stonegate 
bonds he put up as surety for the 
completion of the work now’ seem­ 
ingly uncalled for. He pointed out 
that the special assessm ents could

Palatine with a net debt of $12,000, 
even after all tax money due would 
have been expended, while 
the 
report this year show’s a balance of 
assets as compared to liabilities. 
This 
fine 
showing 
has 
been 
brought about only by 
the strict 
economy with which the village has 
been operated during the past year, 
the cutting down of salaries, shut­ 
ting off of lights and the holding 
of all expenses down to the very 
minimum. While the treasu rer’s re­ 
port shows the money paid out of 
the various funds some of which 
was on old bills, and leaving many 
bills still unpaid, Village Clerk 
H alt reported to the Board th at 
during the last fiscal year they had 
operated the Village at a saving of 
$8,000 as compared to the previous 
year.

bounds of probable income.

BUDGET IS 
COMPLETED 


Based on Actual Expenses 
Will be Followed by 
All Departments 


Mayor Flentie and the members 
of the Arlington H eights village 
board have had no easy task the 
past ten days in completing the fi­ 
nancial budget for the coming year. 
W ith the installation of a modern 
bookkeeping system the old tim e 
“guesses” could be no more. 
The 
finance committee of which W alter 
Krause is chairm an, called in the 
entire board to consider the various 
items. The auditor w’as able to pre­ 
sent to them the actual expenses 
of the past year and the probable 
costs for the coming year. 
There 
w’ere m any departm ents upon which 
savings could be made, due to econ­ 
omy m easures now’ in effect. There 
were a good many item s for which 
no appropriations have previously 
been made. 
In the past 
to pay 
them the money has been taken out 
of the treasury in a hit or m iss 
m anner, which has given the g e n ­ 
eral fund a load too heavy for th at 
fund to hear and w’hich prevented 
any business-like method 
of 
ac* 
counting. 
It is all changed now and the 
business of the village the coming 
year w’ill be conducted on a busi­ 
ness-like m anner and not on'guess 
wrork with faith in the future that 
everything will come out all right 
in some wray. 
As receipts will be 
credited to various funds, the ex­ 
penditures m ust also necessarily be 
charged to the right funds 
and 
kept within a definite amount. 
There are therefore many newr 
items in the appropriation. There 
is a figure of $7,000 for salary and 
m aintenance of the 
new’ 
sewage 
plant, an item never before includ­ 
ed in the budget. 
The village has 
invested a great amount of money 
in th at plant and it m ust be prop­ 
erly maintained. 
That plant is a 
model for its kind, it is easily as- 
cessible to the general public and 
tax payers are urged to visit it and 
have Mr. H arris, or some member 
of the board show’ them what is ac­ 
tually being done there. 
Another new item is one design­ 
ed tp correct an error or mistake 
'm ade by the villa£et '&ben it issued 
$2,700 more bonds for the orna­ 
m ental street lights of the business 
section. 
The 
assessment 
lacked 
th at amount of equaling the bond 
issue for the improvement and as 
the entire town benefits by a bright 
business district, there is nothing 
else to do but to ultim ately pay the 
bill, provision for part of which is 
being made in this year’s budget. 
Dead w’ater mains have been the 
source of considerable 
complaint 
in the past and jeopardize health 
of citizens. 
Users of w ater in ev­ 
ery part of the vilalge are entitled 
to the same quality of w’ater and 
the budget provides a thousand dol­ 
lars to he used in correcting the 
dead ends. 
Aside from the public benefit for 
the big sewer, there have been no 
public benefits assessed in the im­ 
provement jobs, 
the 
past 
four 
years, but the old public benefits, 
authorized years ago, reach a large 
amount and m ust be settled in some 
m anner. 
Provision is made in the 
new’ budget for this purpose to the 
extent of $4,400. 
The w’ater departm ent is more 
than self supporting, but the bud­ 
get necessarily parries $10,000 as 
the expenses of th at departm ent 
the coming year. This departm ent 
actually will not cost the tax pay­ 
ers a cent. 
The total of the actual taxes for 
village purposes th at are assessed 
against local tax pavers is in the 
neighborhood of $40,000. It m ay not 
be generally knowm th at practical­ 
ly half of th at amount is needed to 
pay electric light and pow’er bills 
to the Public Service Co., and th at 
amount is going to be reduced con­ 
siderably the coming year, by the 
elimination of a great m any unnec­ 
essary street lights. 
Due to the many economies th at 
have been put in force by the pres­ 
ent adm inistration, the total of the 
new budget is only slightly more 
than previous years. 
In actuality 
it is a reduction of expenses as pre- 
viouslv many thousands w’ere ex­ 
pended th at were not provided for 
bv the budget. 
In plain 
English 
there can be no more “undercover” 
financing on the part of the village. 
Tt will be all out in the open and 
Exhibit A of the new system is the 
1932-33 budget w’hich will be found 
in this issue of the Herald. 
The village 
hoard 
should be 
commended for an honest-to-good- 
ness budget. 
Every interested tax 
payer should study it and file it 
away for future reference.
